The population of Kentucky as re- 
vealed by the recent census is 2,289,- 
905, a gain of about 6.6 per cent. The 
information leaked out of the Census 
Bureau at Washington and was ascer- 
tained through a confidential source by 
a prominent ouSiness man of Louis- 
ville. In 1900 the State’s population 
was 2,194,174. 

According to the census of this year 
the county of Bourbon has a population 
of 17,462, which is a loss of 607 since 
1900. when the counf sbawed 18,069. 
Seventy-nine counties in the State 
showed a gain in population and forty 
counties lost in population.

PIG FEEDING

If j-ou feed 
clover hay in racks the pigs will not 
eat as much of it as if it we're chop- 
ped up as finely as possible, scalded 
with steam aud mixed with the slop, 
i You can buy middlings, low-grade 
j flfour; it has protein, but not enough. 
Tankage, meatmeal and bloodmeal 
are very much richer than shorts. 
Perhaps the most concentrated nitro- 
genous feed we have is tankage. It 
was found by test that 60 per cent 
tankage contained about .45 per cent 
of digestible protein. There is dan- 
ger of feeding too much protein it is 
worse than feeding too little.

We must use feeds that are 
corn, wheat, flour or 
middlings, but bran is practically in- 
digestible for the pig. Oil cake con- 
tains as much protein as middlings 
and ranks with meatmeal. bloodmeal 
or oilmeal; the last is perhaps the 
better because it contains much eth- 
er extract. 

It is much better to mix feeds than 
to feed corn to pigs at one time and 
something else at another time. Oth- 
erwise the pigs are liable to get too 
much of the protein feed, lose their 
appetite for corn and become stunted 
for their lives.

All during October Is the great 
bulb planting time. Many kinds car 
be set later, especially the lillies, antf 
some gardeners have been known tc 
set out the Christmas bulbs after 
flowering or to break the ground af- 
ter hard freezing when a thaw sets 
in in January, but this late planting 
-s not advised. 

If you cannot get bulbs until late — 
and lilies of the valley and many har- 
dy lillies are not to bo had until late 
November — Keep the ground free from 
freezing by covering witli four or five 
inches of litter or leaves. This will 
work better if coarse hagging is first 
spread over the ground.

Bulbs can go iu most soils, but a 
rich sandy loam is best. There must 
be no fresh manure or the bulbs will 
rot. It is a good jilan in an old gar- 
den to put a little sand in the bottom 
of the hole dug for the bulb to rest on. 

See that the beds do not hold water. 
Round the tops so the rains drain oft. 
Most beds after planting and the 
ground has frozen are benefited by a 
covering of rough manure, old leaves 
and evergreen boughs to keep it In 
place. If put on too early there is 
Ganger of mice. Remove gradually in 
the spring, but do not let the covering 
remain after growth is well started.

Bulbs may he planted in any way 
the grower desires. Set beds of the 
more formal sorts, as hyacinths, tulips 
ana narcissus are showy even in small 
gardens. Dealers make a specialty of 
this planting and ^when the dimen- 
sions of the bed are given will tell the 
exact number and distance apart the 
bulbs must go. Oval, round, square, 
diamond and crescent shapes are pop- 
ular, and fancy scroll designs are cut 
from the soi, with several rows of 
hyacinths or tulips set therein. 

Coloring is a matter of taste, but 
care must be taken to select kinds 
that mature at the same time and are 
of similar heights. Hyacinths and tu- 
lips are sometimes combined, but look 
better separately. Beds of solid color- 
ing are growing in favor.

In formal gardens and parks new 
bulbs are set in each fall; the o’d ones 
can be transplanted after the foliage 
has yellowed into the beds and bor- 
ders and allowed to grow on until 
they deteriorate. Since bulbs are 
much cheaper than when they were 
fewer, growers dig up their hyacinths 
and tulips after ripening and dry them 
off for another year’s planting. If the 
space in the beds is w'anted for plant- 
ing take up the bulbs and "heel-in” in 
some corner of the garden until the 
foliage yellows and the bulbs mature, 
when they can be dried and kept in a 
cool place until the following autumn.

if you do not know the definite 
depth of planting for different bulbs 
it is a good rule to cover with soil 
one and a half times their own depth. 
Hyacinth bulus should be set from 
three to four inches below the sur- 
face and from six to ten inches apart. 
Tulips • should go in six-inch holes 
and six inches apart. 

In planting oulbs for bedding make 
the holes of equal depth or the blooms 
will -be irregular. The holes can be 
made with a dibble or sharp-pointed 
stick; or for beds the top layer of 
soil can be lifted to the depth of 
seven inches, "hn inch of sand spread 
over it and the bulbs set the proper 
distance apart, then covered with soil 
to the surface of the bed.

A favorite method of bulb planting 
is to scatter through the lawn or to 
naturalize in out-of-the-way corners 
of the garden along the borders of 
streams and at the base of rocks, 
i^illas, crocus and snowdrops are es^ 
pecially adapted to lawn planting. 
There should be no stiffness in their 
setting. A good plan is to throw a 
handful of the bulbs and where they 
fall remove the sod, set the bulbs at 
proper distance and replace sod.

In Quest of Them.

The absence of five of the most im- 
portant witnesses to the Common- 
wealth and the f«ct that Special Judge 
J. C, Carter of Monroe county, ap- 
pointed by Governor Willson to sit in 
court during the illness of Judge 
Robert L. Stout, is unable to remain 
here longer than Saturday, caused the 
postponement of the trial of tee 
Breathitt county murder cases pending 
in the Bourbon Circuit Court on a 
change of venue until Monday morn- 
ing. 

Judge Carter, who is the regular 
Judge of the Twenty-Ninth Circuit 
Coutt District, arriveo in Paris Wed- 
nesday afternoon on the two o’clock 
interurban car from Lexington and 
convened coutt at three o’clock. Im- 
mediat ly after taking the oath which 
«vas uoministered by Ciicuit Clerk w. 
H. Webb, he called the case of the 
Commonwealth vs. John and Thomas 
Davidson, Hacker Combs and Jason 
Deaton charged .with the murder of 
John Abner, a Breathitt county feud- 
ist. in Jackson last June. The defend- 
ants were in court and answered to the 
call. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Robert 
B. Franklin addressed the court stat- 
ing that he had been advised as to the 
length of time in which it wculd be 
possible for the presiding judge to sit 
in the case, and that in view of the 
number of witn<*sses to be examined 
and the time necessary in selecting 
the jury it would be impossible to 
complete the case under a week’s 
ime, and to avoid any possibility of a 
technical flaw that would result in a 
mistrial he asked that the court reas- 
sign the case to another date during 
the present term of court, or con- 
tinue it until the March term. 

A. H. Paton, of counsel for the de- 
fense, thought that the Commonwealth 
should state its purpose and willing- 
ness for a trial at this term, and be- 
fore the court should take any action 
in the matter it should be ascertained 
whether or not it would be possible to 
get the State’s witnesses here. 

This was followed by a call of the 
Commonwealth’s witnesses and 
twenty-five of the number answered to 
their ^names. Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney A. Floyd Byrd stated to the 
court that out of the number of Com- 
monwealth witnesses summoned who 
failed to appear there were five of the 
number ut the greatest importance to 
the State. These winesses he said re- 
sided in or near Jackson and that,witb 
the compulsory processes of tne court 
invoked and a special bailiff appointed 
CO secure their presence be felt sure it 
would be possible to proceed with the 
trial Monday. Judge Carter then as- 
signed the cases for trial Monday 
morning and had all the witnesses both 
for the Commonwealth and defense 
recognized in the sura of $100 each for 
their appearance. 

A special bailiff was appointed by 
the court and armed with subpoenas 
and bench warrants he left tor Breath- 
itt county to serve the processes of 
the court. About fifty witnesses from 
Breathitt, Magoifin, Lee and other 
mountain counties were in town Wed- 
nesday. a number of them returning 
in their homes alter the case had been 
reassigned, to return for the trial Mon- 
day. 

Behind the prosecution of the de- 
fendants is former sheriff Ed Calli- 
han. a personal and political friend of 
Judge James Hargis. The prosecution 
maintains that not only was John Ab- 
ner killed for the part he took in poli- 
tics in Breathitt county, but also John 
Wesley Turner, Jailer of Breathitt, 
who was killed on the streets of Jack- 
son on the night of November 8 by 
Jake Noble and the murder of Matt 
Crawford a distiller and prominent 
politican was also a result of the plot 
that bad been devised to gain control 
of politics in that county. 

The defendants express themselves 
as being eager and anxious for a tiial 
to establish their innocence. They de- 
clare they have never been implicated 
in any of the feudal trojbles in 
Breathitt county and have never been 
summoned in any of the trials. 

Judge Stout, having ruled at the 
time the cases were docketed for trial 
in the Bourbon Circuit Court, that the 
C ommonwealth was not required to 
disclose the identity of a number of 
new witnesses whom it w#s sought to 
subpoena, credence was given the re- 
port that friends of the defendants pil- 
fered the subpoenas from the ofiice of 
the Sheriff of Breathitt county in or- 
der to ascertain who the witnesses 
were and what they knew concerning 
the facts relative to the murder. 

Friends of the defendants state that 
such a report was woven out of whdle 
cloth, and that when tho news became 
known that the subpoenas had been 
stolen' attorneys for the defendants 
volunteered the names of the witness- 
es so that new subpoenas would be is- 
sued and that nothing might occur in 
the serving of the processes ot the
